Phenomenal growth of the 

city and its school population 
has required a corresponding 
growth in the number of school 
employees. Recent estimates of 
population growth in Torrance 
show an increase of 1000 resi­ 
dents per month. Of this num­

ber, approximately 250 are of 
school age and 8 additional 
teachers are required each 
month for their training.

In 1947 the Torrance City 
School District employed six 
administrators, 65 teachers, and 
23 classified employees. The

Board of Education currently 
employs 561 teachers, 41 admin­ 
istrators, and 246 classified em­ 
ployees including clerks, bus 
drivers, cafeteria workers, cus­ 
todians, and maintenance men.

Columbia Steel Recipient 
Of Numerous Safety Awards

In recognition of Its out­ 
standing safety record, the Tor- 
ranee Works of United States 
Steel's Columbia-Geneva Steel 
Division has consistently been 
honored by the National Safe­ 
ty- Council.

Most recent acclaim is the 
Award of Merit, received from 
the National Safety Council. A 
letter of congratulation from 
Ned H. Dearborn, president of 
the National Safety Council, 
explained the U. S. Steel mill 
qualified for the award because 
of its lost-time injury-free pe­ 
riod of 1,346,328. man-hours 
from February 3 through No­ 
vember 9. 1955.

This award followed closely
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the receipt of the first place 
plaque in,the steel classifica- 
tion. at the seventh annual Safe­ 
ty Award dinner of the Greater 
Los Angeles chapter of the Na­ 
tional Safety Council. Received 
by the Torrance Works for the 
third straight year, this award 
was in recognition of a safety 
record of 1.15 lost-time injuries 
per million man-hours worked 
during the 'calendar year of 
1955.

As in all United States Steel 
divisions, safety in stressed at 
t'he T^rranee Works. The phil­ 
osophy of "Safety First." the na­ 
tional slogan which was origi­ 
nated by U. S. Steel in 1905 at 
one of its Chicago plants, is 
promoted energetically at Tor­ 
rance. Improved safety appli­ 
ances on machines and intensive 
teaching of injury-prevention to 
employes have made the Tor­ 
rance mill a consistent winner 
of National Safety Council 
awards. *

Other recent recognition of 
the plant's oxitstanding safety 
record includes the Award of 
Honor, the NationaJ Safety 
Council's highest award, which 
the Torrance mill received in 
1946, 1947, and 1952. The 1952 
Award of Honor was earned by 
having achieved .1,513,4.36 man- 
'hours without a lost-time injury 
between August, 1951, and De­ 
cember, 1952.

The plant completed the con­ 
test year period of July 1, 1954, 
to June 30, 1955, with .64 lost- 
time injuries per million man 
hours, as compared with the 
steel industry aye-rage of 2.81.
